THE FIRST INTIMATION 

that we had of danger from fire was the 
sight of a blazing barn a mile and a halt dis- 
tant, from which burning shingles began to 
blow over us and soon dropped thickly about 
in our midst. After a long and desperate fight 
the village, with the exception of the 
elevator of C. A. Wood & Co., was saved. 
The elevator was burned. Minden is situ- 
ated west of Forrestville ten miles. Forrest- 
ville is on the lake. Is in a very fine farm 
ing country on the line of the Port Huron 
tailroad. I have been buying grain there. 
About two-thirds of the grain crop was 
thrashed, and I think I had bought about 
7,000 bushels. 

AFTER THE FIRE WAS OVER, 
Ihitched up and drove out into the cohntry a 
short distance, where there was a family 
burned. On arriving near where the house 
had stood, we found two of the children 
burned nearly to a cinder. A little farther 
on we found the mother and the father and 
two of the children in a dying condition, 

BURNED ALMOST TO DEATH. 

In an area of four miles there was but one 
house left. We saw stock lying in the road 
where they had been suffocated and burned. 
In one case I found that a man had moved 
all his household goods and other effects out 
into a field adjoining his house. They were 
burned and his house saved. At Rich- 
mondville a gentleman toll me that 
they found sixteen bodies in one field, 
The descriptions which you have received in 
the papers are not exaggerated in the least. 
Two thousand families are destitute, and at 

least 200 lives have been lost in Huron and 

Sanilac Counties. Minden is just a mile 

from the Huron County line. The 

tire is now out in a great 

portion of this country. We drove 

over miles of it, andina great many places 

you eould not find fire enough now to light 

a cigar.

THE SUDDEN CHANGE IN THE WEATHER 
has checked the fire toa great extent.

I came to Port Huron last night at 8 o’clock. . 
and saw some relief in the shape of pro- 
visions sent on. The elevator at Minden, 
which I had charge of, contained plenty of 
rain and flour for the country about there, 
but the merchants had very little in their 
stores, depending almast entirely upon the 
elevator for their supplies.

The provisions to send to these people at 
once would be flour and pork. A great 
many of the families have nothing to cook 
food with, even if they had it. Families 
which had an abundance of every- 
thing are left without a change 
of clothing.

HURON COUNTY AS BAD AS SANILAC. 

The Post-Frihune correspondent tele- 
graphs: “ The details of the disaster in 
llurov County are as bad as in Sanilac Coun- 
ty. 1 believe that when the returns are in, 
1,000 persons will be found to have perished 
in the flames. Forester Township will turn 
out Thursday to bury the dead cattle, sheep, 
and horses, the stench from which is un- 
bearable.

Further Particulars of the 
Affair Near Kansas 
City. 


It Was the Boldest Work of 
the Kind Ever Perpe- 
trated. 


Graphic Account of the Robbery 
vy Mr. Hazelbaker, the 
Conductor. 


Narration of Personal Experiences by 
Other Victims of the 
Outrage.

They 
then marched myseif and John Steading, the 
fireman, to the express-car, and ordered me to 
break the door down,which I did. Messenger Fox 
had hidden in the weeds by the roadside, but 
THEY SWORE THEY WOULD KILL ME 

if he didn't come out, and so I called for him 
and he entered the car with two of the robbers, 
who forced him to open the safe and pour its 
contents into a sack. They were disappointed at 
not getting more booty, and knocked Fox down 
twice with the butt end of a navy revolver, cut- 
ting his bead inuafearful manner. They then 
marched us to the coaches, where they kept us 
covered with revolvers while they robbed the 
passengers. After the last car was gone through 
they marched us back to the engine, when the 
leader said: * Now, get back there. We will re- 
move fbe stones. You have been a bully boy, 
and here is a little present for you,’ and de 
handed me two silver dollars. I told them I 
would remove the obstructions, apd the entire 
gang skipped over the embankment, and were 
out of sight in atwinkiing. In going through 
the passengers, each one was made to hold up 
bis hands, and what was taken from them was

A MIGHTY SHEEP-RANCH. 


John W. Bookwalter, of Ohio, and His 
Twenty Thousand Acres Jin Ne- 


braska.

The ranch is the princely possession of Jobn 
W. Bookwalter, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Ohio. It is located on Mission 
Creek, Pawnee County, Nebraska, fifteen miles 
from the Kansas border, and embraces 20,000 of 
the choicest acres of the best part of the great 
tood beit of the continent, which lies between 
the fortieth and forty-second paraliels. Ten 
miles from its western boundary lies the Otoe 
Reservation, where still linger a handful of this 
oid branch of the Dakotas, and who will, in Oc- 
tober next, tumble their tepees and take the trail 
for the Indian Territory. A well-wooded stream 
calied the Arteketa, after the hereditary Chief 
of the Otoes, flows through the ranch. 

The mansion house of the ranch is one of 
those patent structures, built in sections and 
transported all ready to be put up. It is an af- 
fair of eight not large, but comfortable, rooms, 
which by no means limit the hospitality of the 
master of the house, which is something note- 
worthy and unparaiieled. 

The Bookwalter ranch is devoted to sheep- 
raising, the flocks numbering 13,000 sheep, cared 
for on seven minor ranches, ſocated in different 
parts of the estate, each in charge of a herder. 
Cattle and not sheep are indigenous to the Far 
West. and so the sbeep-ranchers have adopted 
the phraseology of the cattlemen. Their tiocks 
are herds, their shepherds are herders, and 
their sheepfoids ere corrals. 

At each of the seven ranches which dot the 
Artexeta Ranch is a flock of 1.500 sheep in charge 
of a herder. Six sheds, each 100 fect long, are 
erected to shelter the flock from the winter 
storms, and a corral is provided in which to 
shelter the ep at night. The herder has a 
pony and saddie and a sheep dog, and a com- 
fortable one-room house provided with the

We have reports from twenty or 
more townships, in which scarcely a house, 
barn, or supplies of any kind are left, and 
thousands of people are destitute and hel p- 
less. All of these people require immediate 
assistance, and most of them must depend on 
charity for months to come. We are doing 
all in our power to succor them, but the ne- 
cessities of the case are so great that con- 
tributions from charitable people through- 
out the country will be required to keep 
them throughout the winter. We therefore 
appeal to you to send money, clothing, bed- 
ding, provisions, or any other supplies that 
will shelp maintain the sufferers, and 
enable them to provide shelter for themseives, 
anc begin work again on their farms.

It is ru- 
mored here that seven of the meu were seen at 
Bruen Creek, south of here, this morning, Dut 
the report lacks contirmation. 

HUNTING THE GANG.

GO TRIBUNE some days ago concerning the 
heresy of Dr. Thomas and the doctrine of 
the inspiration of the Scriptures has been the 
innocent means of misleading a number of 
rural newspapers. THe 
article referred to, was at particular pains to 
say that the charge of erroneous teachings 
preferred. against Dr. Thomas was not con- 
fined to the doctrine of inspiration alone. 
if it were he would have comparatively plain 
sailing. Ile is accused of heresy in three 
particulars: First, in his teachings with. rot- 
erence to the inspiration of the Scriptures: 
second, in his theory of the atonement; 
and third,in his notion of future punish- 
ment. The doctrines of the Church on all 
these points are fundamental. Dr. Thonias 


might be acquitted on any one or two | 


of them, but found guilty on the third, 
and, if he persisted in his error, be 
dismissed from the Methodist Episcopal min- 
istry on account of it. The business of news- 
paper criticism is not at prese to inquire 
whether Dr. Thomas holds good, common- 
sense views on any or all of these subjects’ 
but whether the views he does hold are con- 
sistent with the standards and doctrines of 
the Church. This may reasonably be main- 
tained in the case of the doctrine of inspira- 
tion; but Tun TRIBUNE purposely refrained 
from expressing an opinion as to Dr. Thomas' 
teachings in relation to the atonement and 
future punishment. Those who assume a 
complete detense to be possible by a justifica- 
tion of the doctrine of inspiration have 
judged too hastily. What will they have to 
say when the anti-“‘butcher” theory of the 
atonement comes up for consideration t 
the orthodox churches do not “teach 
that Christ's blood was shed for 
the remission of sins it is difficult to say 
what they do teach. The defense of the idea 
of probation after death, which Dr. Thomas 
firmly holds, will be equally difficult. It is 
either Roman Catholic or Universalist dor- 
trine, as one chooses to consider it. Tae 
TRIBUNE will decline to look upon Dr, 
Thomas as a martyr whatever. may be the 
issue of his trial. He can get along outside 
the Church, and the Church can survive 
without him. If the separation takes plave 
it may be by mutual consent, and with good 
will and esteem on both sides. Presiding- 
Elder Wiiling contributed decidedly to a 
clearing up of the issues involved Wedues- 
day by citing the catechism appointed for 
the instruction of children as one of ‘the 
standards of the Church.” If this prin- 
ciple shall be enforced, and we do not 
see why it should not be, the eonviction of 
Dr. Thomas for heresy on one or more poiuts 
may be a much simpler proceeding than at 
first seemed to be possible. It only remains 
to be said that the body now in session has 
the functions of an ecclesiasticai grand jury. 
It is making an investigation to determine 
whether the accused shall be formally tried. 
If it shall discover a probable case he will be 
presented for trial before the conference, 
and the real test of strength will come there.

THE WHEAT IN THE ELEVATORS. 

Our wheat market was somewhat dis- 
turbed yesterday by the announcement that 
about 320.000 bushels, contained in the Ga- 
lena and St. Paul elevators, was out of con- 
dition. The announcement was all the more 
asurprise as the advent of cooler weather 
had led many to suppose that the danger had 
passed. The wheat so posted declined in 
price about 8˙½ cents per bushel, while 
regular“ wheat fell off 2½ cents, be- 
cause of fears that more will be posted 
shortly. There was also a temporary break 
in the price of futures, but the confidence of 
buyers returned, and they closed the market 
much higher than on the previous day. It 
Was supposed that all the wheat that is out 
of condition will be declared so and moved 
out of store before the close of this month, 
leaving the market tree to advance or de- 
celine on its merits in Oetober, with stocks 
diminished by the exodus. 

As indicated by the above-noted deprecia- 
tion in prices, the wheat is not spoiled. The 
tact that practical men paid $1.15 to $1.17 per 
bushel for it yesterday, which is about the 
price of No. 3, proves that they regard it as 
good for something. It was stated that the 
wheat is good enough to make sound flour 
if ground immediately, but Mat it has en- 
tered upon the phase of warm, which 
would very soon result in destructive grow 
ing if left in store, and comutunicate the in- 
fection to sound wheat near it. The ware- 
honmsemen, therefore, siuply did their duty 
under the law in aeting promptiy, and siat-

“THE MICHI FIRES. 

The appalling ¢onflagrations which are 
sweeping over Eastern and Northeastern 
Michigan, as well as through the southenst- 
érn portions of Canada and through some 
parts of Pennsylvaitia, recall the fearful 


forest fires of 1871. though the destruction 


this year is much greater, the loss of lite 
vustly larger, and the area burned ever much 
more extensive, especially in Michigan. The 
conditions are almost identical a long-con- 
tinued drouth, constant and fierce southwest 
Winds, and everything as dry as tinder and 
ready to ignite from the first spark. 

The forest fires of 1871 will always be re- 
membered as contemporaneous with 
burning of Chicago, commencing just previ- 
ous to it, and continuing for some time after 
before their destructive progress was stayed. 
They appeared first early in October in the 
Green Ba region of Wisconsin, where there 
had not beeu a drop of rain since the 8th of 
the previous July. They rhpidly spread 
through Northeastern Wisconsin from Green 
Bay to Oconto, along the line of the West 
Wisconsin Railway, and all) about the vicin- 
ity of Fond du Lac. ‘They next appeared in 
Minnesota, commencing in the woods about 
Gilencoe, New Ulin, ‘and Mankato, and 
spreading with fearful rapidity even down 
to the lowa border. Tun Trisusxe which 
announced the Minnesota fires was issued 
Oct. i, the day before our great fire, and 
nothing more was heard, except rumors 
brought by lake Captains, until Oct. 12, 
when the news of the destruction . of 
Peshtigo came. The. tidings immediately 


| follewed that fearful fires were devastating the 


northwestern part of Michigan and the Huron 
shore. In the tirst named direction Manis- 
tee was almost completely destroyed, and in 
the latter the fire swept over the same 
area, Lhough not so extensively, that it occu- 
pies now, and destroyed some of the same 
lownsin Huron and Sanilac Counties and 
the Saginaw Valley that have been burned 
this week. 

The area of the present fire includes Sagi- 
naw, Tuscola, ILuron, Sanilac, Genesee, and 
Monteaim Counties, and it is repbrted by 
steamers arriving at Detroit that the entire 
lake shore from Saginaw north to Mackinaw 
is on fire, If this be true, then nearly one- 


| fourth of the State of Michigan is in flames, 


and we have not begun to know the real ex- 
tent of this awful calamity, as the means of 
getting news from the northern peninsula 
are very seanty. The portion; which is 
already known to be on fire embraces what 
is called the Thumb of the Mitten, jutting 
out into Lake Huron from the Saginaw Day 
on the north well down to the St. Clair River 
on the south, besides Montcalm County in 
the interior of the State and Alpena County 
inthe extreme northeastern part of the pe- 
ninsula. The destruction has been terrible, 
especially in Huron and Sanilac Counties, 
where no less than twenty towns and villages 
have already been entirely consumed, and 
hundreds upon hundreds, if bot thousands, of 
hamlets, farms, and lumber camps, and iso- 
lated mills, besides thousands of acres of 
pine lands, have helped to feed the flames. 
Telegraph lines have been destroyed. Rail- 
road travel has been stopped. Cattle, hogs, 
and poultry are burned in the roads and open 
fields. The saddest feature of the news is 
the fearful loss of life. How numer- 
ous the victims really are will prob- 
ably never be known. In comparatively 
thickly-settled villages between 500 and 1,000 
persons are believed to have been burned, 
and, as the flames travel at the rate of four 
miles an hour through the inflammable 
woods, large numbers of people living away 
from the settlements must have been over- 
taken by the fire and perished. The roar of 
the terrible element is heard for miles, Men, 
women, and children are out fighting it and 
praying for rain. In many instances fami- 
lies bave left their houses to fight the enemy 
approaching from one direction, and returned, 
hopeful of thelr safety, only to find thatin 
their absence it has rushed in from another 
direction and destroyed everything. 

The seene is one of Mer, pitiable, complete 
ruin for hundreds of isilesin every direction. 
Ilomes, stock, crops, even the very trees 
upon the ground, all swept away in the 
twinkling of an eye, and ruin staring those 
in the face who escaped death trom this ter- 
rible destroyer. 
complete because in the majority of cases it 
has overwhelmed comparatively poor men, 
whose all was included within the area of 
the fire. In 1871. though the loss was not 
nearly as large as now, the Governors of 
Michigan and Wisconsin were compelied to 
ask for help from the charitable, and 
in Michigan at least the appeal will 
have to de repeated. Should rain 
not come soon, Heaven alone knows 
when the destruction. will stop. The 
eastern shore of Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota nave thus far been spared, 
but a chance spark may set loose the demon 
of destruction and add fresh horrors to those 
which have already occurred. The case of 
these poor, homeless, helpless vietims ap- 
peals strongly to the charitable for help, and 
as these appeals are already beginning to be 
heard, and Will soon be more numerous, 
Chicago ought to bestir herself and come te 
the rescue.with glad hands, remembering her 
own extremity. 

THE MIS8OUHI TRAIN-BOBBERIES 

The State of Missouri has been regarded 
for many years as lying within the belt of 
civilization. Kansas City is one of its most 
thriving and ambitious towns. Yet in the 
immediate neighborhood of Kansas City 
two train-robberies have been perpetrated 
r W. with a boldness and impunity only 
to be expected in frontier life. The author- 
ities of Missouri must make up their minds 
to exterminate the banditti who infest their 
State, or to find their State outlawed by 
general vonsent. People will soon cease 
taking trains to Kansas City, or consigning 
muney to any portion of the outlawed dis- 
trict, unless they can be reasonably assured 
against attack. plinder, and possible assasi- 
nation.

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State. But the train-robbers of Weduesday 
were altogether too anxious that the James 
Boys should have the credit for the attack. 
They used the nathes of me James boys al- 
together too freely. It ia more probable that 
the success of the James boys in previous 
exploits of a similar character has stimulated 
iuitation among the class of Missouri peo- 
ple who have protected the James boys dur- 
ing several years past, and that there are now 
several different gangs of bandits ready to 
plunder and kill whenever. a favorable op- 
portunity is presented. If this latest out- 
raze goes unpunished, it may be expected 
that traiu-robbing will become a very com- 
mon occurrence in Missou ri. 

So far as the authorities of the Siate are 
concerned, it matters but little whether these 
robberies are all committed by the James 
boys or by different gangs. If the James 
boys do all the bandit werk of the State, 
then it is a disgrace to both the authorities 
and the people that some five or six men have 
been able to (ely apprebension several years, 
though the leaders are well known, It the 
robberies are committed by different gangs 
who always sueeeed in eluding pursuit and 
arrest, then it would seem to indicate that 
the people who inhabit certain portions of 
Missouri are in entire sympathy with the out- 
laws, just as the people inhabiting certain 
portions of Italy and Greece are known to be 
in league With the bandits of those countries. 
The immunity which is extended to these 
robbers amounts to actual encouragement, 
and people generally will soon come to be- 
lieve that the inhabitants of the country 
districts in the western part of Missouri 
are about on the same plane of tife as Mexi- 
éan Creasers, and #0 indifferent to the rights 
of property that they are not fit for communi- 
cation with civilized people. If it shall be 
necessary to cut off communication from a 
section which harbors outlaws and protects 
murderers, the blighted section will suffer 
therefrom a good deal more than will the 
rest of the country. 


TAXATION FOR PRIVATE PURPOSES. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Topeka, Kas., case decided that taxa- 
tion fora purpose other than a public one 
wasa fraud anda wrong which the courts 
would not uphold. ‘The Legislature of Kan- 
sas had authorized the City of Topeka to 
issue bonds to be given as a donation in aid 
of the establishment of manufactures in that 
town. These bonds were declared void. In 
rendering the decision of the court Justice 
Miller used this language: 

Of all powers conferred upon the Government 
that of taxation is most liable to abuse. Gwen 
nu purpose or object for which taxation may be 
lawfully used, and the extent of its exercise is 
in its Very nature unlimited. This power can as 
readily be employed aga!nst one class of individ- 
unls and in favor of another, so as te ruin the 
due class and give united wealth and pros- 
perity to the other; if there are no implied limi- 
tutions of the uses for which the power may be 
exercised. To lay with one hand the power of 
the (hovernment on the property of the citizen 
and with the otber bestow it upon favored indi- 
viduals to aid private enterprises and build up 
private fortunes, is none the less robbery be- 
cause itis done under the forms of law and is 
called taxation. This is not legislation. It is a 
decree under legislative forms. 

The practice of taxing the publie for a 
purely personal benefit has taken various 
forms. The plan of voting a subsidy in the 
shape of municipal and _ interest-bearing 
bonds is one form; another is by the levy of 
a tax sufficient to raise a particular sum of 
money, and the payment of this money 


direct to the beneliciary; and a third is 


to vote an exemption of the property of the 
corporation to be benefited from all taxation 
for a long term of years. In either case, the 
subsidy is a dishonest abuse of the power of 
taxation fora dishonest purpose, and it has 
become so general wat this decision of the 
court properly interposes to break up the 
abuse. 

The argument of the court is irresistible: 
that taxation imposed by legislation for the 
private benefit of persons or corporations is 
vicious. Itis to take the property of one 
man without compensation and give it to an- 
other, and this is nothing less than confisca- 
tion by legislative decree. It is opposed to 
every principle of justice and honesty, and 
the extent to which it may be abused is with- 
out limit. 

The reasoning of the court in the Topeka 
case is as applicable to all forms of subsidy 
as it is to voting money or bonds to induce 
inen to engage in manufactures at Topeka. 
It would be equally unjust to tax the people 
of Kansas to subsidize a factory at Lecomp- 
ton, or at any other point in the State of Kan- 
sas, or to subsidize a factory in Missouri, or 
Kentucky, or in Illinois. But are not the 
people of all the States, are not the farmers 
of the Northwest and of the South, all taxed 
now. to subsidize private persons and corpo- 
rations engaged in manufactures? No 
stronger case can be needed for illustration 
than is presented by the census statistics of 
the salt business. For twenty years the man- 
ufacturers of salt have been subsidized enor- 
mously under legislation of Congress pur- 
posely and avowedly levying a tax to pay 
these men bounties. Yetin all the United 
States there are but a fraction over 4,000 per- 
sons, men, women, and children, employed 
in the manufacture of salt. At this day the 
farmers and buttermakers of the coun- 
try are taxed 100 per cent on all 
the salt used for dairy purposes in 
order to subsidize the few employers of 
these 4,000 men, and boys, and girls. Can any 
one point out in principle or in fact any sub- 
stantial distinction between the taxation of 
the people of Topeka to subsidize a cotton 
factory at Topeka and the taxation of the 
same people and the people of all the coun- 
try to subsidize salt-works in New York or 
cotton mills in Massachusetts? ‘There is not 
a word or line in the opinion of the Supreme 
Court applicable to this attempt at taxation 
of the people of Topeka that is not equally 
applicable to any taxation for private pur- 
poses and private profit, and not intended 
exclusively for public revenue. The Jou 
State Leader, commenting upon this decis- 
ion of the. Supreme Court of the United 
States, presents this view of the subject of 
public taxation for ‘private purposes so 
strongly and clearly that we take from ita 
few paragraphs, as follows: 

The Supreme Court goes much farther than 
the Ice has ever gone. The Leader baa in- 
sisted that taxing Des Moine s to establish salt- 
fuctories in Syracuse, and furnacesio Pittsburg, 
and #ilk-factories in Paterson, and print-fac- 
torics in Fall River, and shoe-factories in Lynn, 
is robbery.

The agridultaral population of the United 
States are just now threatened with being 
placed between the upper and the nether 
millstone of taxation. ‘They are taxed at 
nome to sustain a system of bounties and 
subsidies to pay private persons and corpora- 
tious for carrying on manufactures. Thirty- 
five cents out of every dollar they receive for 
wheat, corn, oats, pork, beef, cotton, and all 
else they produee by their labor is confis- 
cated and taken from them by legislative 
decree to pay bounties and subsidies to cer- 
tain manufacturers, The prices of the prod- 
ucts of the farm are fixed by the prices which 
can be obtained for the surplus whieh is sold 
to Europe. Just now all the States of 
Europe are combining to levy a tax of from 
0 to 30 per cent on all breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, cotton, and other farm produce 
brought from the United States to the Old 
World. Thus, placed between the domestic 
and the foreign taxes, it is perhaps time for 
the farmers of this country to consider 
whether this system of taxation for subsidy 
purposes, which is the sole pretext for the 
Kuropean taxes, may not be abaved or modi- 
fied, so that in getting rid of the one form of 
robbery they may ask and expect to get rid

The guards have general 
instructions to fire at the first signs of a re- 
volt, without waiting for specific orders, and 
as the head keepers are mostly old soldiers 
who have served out their time they lose 
little time in dealing out death upon the in- 
subordinate. They empty their carbines, 
and then charge with the bayonet, making 
the suppression the work of but a few sec- 
onds. Theclimate is a very unhealthy one 
per se, and almost unendurable under such 
discipline. Comparatively few of them live 
to serve out the terms of the sentence in- 
posed, 

The British convict who is adjndged to a 
short term of confinement still stays at 
home. To him there is little hope of pardon, 
but he is encouraged to behave well, and as 
a rule is not used so as to ruin the constitu- 
tion during confinement. But for * the hard 
cases whoare transported, there is very lit- 
tle hope other than that death will end their 
sufferings. The certainty of punishment is so 
much greater than with us that itis hazarded 
only by the thoroughly depraved, of whose 
reformation there is no hope, and for which 
seareely any opportunity is afforded after 
conviction. be

Law. REFORM. 

The subject of law-reform has again-been 
brought to public attention through an ad- 
dress delivered by Prof. Thomas Wayland, 
of the Yale Law School, at the recent meet- 
ing of the Social Science Association in Sara- 
toga.. Prof. Wayland’s essay was entitled, 
„Certain Defects in Our Methods of Making 
Laws.“ He did not attempt to outline a 
comprehensive scheme of law-reform, which 
can probably be achieved only by gradual 
stages, but direeted his remarks to the com- 
plications and contradictions which arise 
from erude and bungling preparation of the 
statutes. Every State and Territory can 
furnish abundant Instances in which pro- 
lixity and vagueness of expression have de- 
feated the purpose of a statute, and the court- 
reports are filled with the reeords of 
litigation growing out of eumbersome 
and badly-written laws. Any one who 
has ever watched the proceedings of a 
large legislative. body can understand 
that such results are almost inevitable, in 
view of the methods which prevail. <A cer- 
tain scheme for legislation on a particular 
subject may be presented by an expert from 
a certain department in the Government in 
excellent shape. It goes to a committee, 
where it is subjected to overhauling by men 
who are frequently—in fact generally—un- 
skilled in the art of drafting laws and unfa- 
miliar with the subject in hand. Even if it

State, and Municipal Governments, and the 
work of such commissions’ has always re- 
suited lu more or less improvement in the 
form, arrangement, and perspicuity of the 
statutes. It is certainly more desirable that 
the laws should be so framed in the begin- 
ning as 
revision and 
apt to result in radical changes tat 
were not contemplated by the original law- 
makers. A commission ot the nature sug- 
gested would in no manner afféet the popu- 
lar origin of laws, or the passage thereof by 
the representatives of the people. The 
commission itself would not be a legislative 
body, nor- competent to exclude legislation 
which a majority of the Assembly might de- 
sire to pass. But it would be able to reduce 
schemes for new laws to the proper form, 
giving clear, brief, and exact expression to 
the purpose in view. It should be required 
to be in personal attendance at the sessions 
of the Legislature, to explain the meaning 
and effect of proposed amendments, and to 
make the final draft of the statute to com- 
port with the intentions of the unskilled 
lawmakers, ‘There is reason to believe that 
such a commission will be able to protect the 
statutes from the contradictions, obscurity, 
vagueness, and senselesness which now com- 
plicate them, and in doing soit would save 
the people large amounts of money now 
wasted in litigation, 

The British Parliament long since found it 
necessary to engage the services of Parlia- 
mentary counsel to draft bills, and to watch 
the effects of amendments and the progress 
of measures to their final passage, and it has 
been proposed to train young men in the 
drafting of bills in order that there shall be 
no lack of competent men for this branch of 
American legislation is much 
more in need of some such protection against 
crudeness and Inexpertence than Is English 
legislation, because there are sO many more 
sources of legislation under our form of gov- 
ernment, and because each of thirty-eight 
States, with little regard for the laws of the 
other States, manages its own affairs. Skill- 
ful, non-partisan commisslotis in all the 
States would naturally adopt similar methods

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 8.—There being general 
apprehensions that the heavy rains of the five 
past days of the week wrought serious damage 
the wheat and other crops throughout the Stute. 
a TRIBUNE correspondent called upon the repre-. 
sentative grain dealers of St. Paul to ascertain 
what information they had received in regard to 
the matter. Mr. J. O. Adams, agent of David 
lows, said that it was vet too eurty toobtain 
any accurate estimate of the damage. From 
what be had already heard, be did not think that 
the loss would be more than 10 per ceut. A 
great deal depended on the weather fuliowing 
the storms of the past few days. If it should be 
cool and dry, he thought the loss from sprout- 
ing and bieaching of the grain would be quite 
light. Mr. L. A. Gilbert, of Melirath & Gilbert, 
thought undoubtediy a good deal of damage bad 
been done by the rains, and had heard, from the 
nortbern section, of wheat that had begun to 
sprout, and cases where the capsheafs of stacks 
had been bleached. Still. he thought it was too 
soon to expect any close estimate of the 
damage. At Vanauken 4 Lanye’s office a 
had been received whieh 
showed that considerable damage had been 
done, but not enough to give an accurate idea 
of the amount. G. W. Vandusen & Co., who 
operate on the line of the Bioux City Road, said 
the reports received from their agents showed 
that fields in the lower part of the State hud 
been more or leas flooded, and a good deai of 
Hax and wheat not stacked, or improperiy 
stacked, had been injured. Later feports would 
bave to be awaited before any of the per cent 
of loss could be computed, 

At the general office of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad it was thought the damage west of 
Fargo would be considerable, the wheat being 
mostiy still in shock, and there were some fears 
of its sprouting. There would be less damage 
east of Fargo, the wheat being in stack. The 
goneral opinion is that the chief damuge bas 
been in the southern wheat section, and that 
the extent of it depends upon the cbaraetcr of 
the weather that is to follow the recent storms. 

The following dispatenes have been received 
from points in the northwestern part of the 
State in answer to inquiries as to the effect of 
the storms upon Wheat in shock:

Final Preparations for the Great Acrial 
Voyage from t. Pan! Compieted—The 
Start 10 Be Made Tomorrow.

Sr. Paul., Minu., Sept. &—Final preparations 
were made today for the inflation of Prof. 


King’s batoon “Great Northwest,” which is to 


ro up Saturday. About noon the monster sack 
was turned inside out to dry the stight coatung 
of glycerine and resin, which had been spread 
over it more thoroughly. and. as it lay in a huge 
serpentine mass near the six cylindrical casks 
from which the bydrogea is to come that fills it, 
the journalists busied themselves for some 
time in securing to the fastenings be- 
neath the shoulder of the wicker 
car an impromptu floating apparatus 
which may prove of great use.

Probably no man u more familiar 
with their record. 

RELIGION IN DONEGAL. 

Pointing toward Donegal from thé round fort 
of the Greenan, he called my aiteution to = 
fact that cultivation was gradually ry. te. N. 
the mountatn-sides. That rich or compara 
ly fertite district was “planved,” Uke Detty. 
with Protestant tarmers; and all the best 
land in it was then occupied by them, 
and is still chiefly held by their descendants. 
The best districts of Donegal were thus 
appropriated. The old Irish, or Catholic, Inhab- 
itants were driven into bogs unreclaimed, or up 
the mountain-slopes almost unréclalmable; and 
it bas been only after generations of incessant 
toll that these meagre hillsides and marshy flats 
have been forced to produce a scanty stibsist- 
ence. As the more thrifty or fortunate Catho- 
lic peasants acquired the means, whether by the 
Spade or in trade, they have been slowly buying 
sueh of the more fertile farme as have come 
into market, For many geuerauous, under the 
operauorp of the Penal laws, the Catholics had 
no Opportunity to bay—tbey were debarred 
from buying—even wen they had the means. 
Hence the meanness and the cruelty of attrib- 
uting to the influence of their religion the su- 
Perior prosperity of Protestant districta, due 
solely to the original alienation or expropriation 
of Catholic estates, and to the per 
sistent persecution of the adherents 
ot the ancient faith, Whatever improve- 
ments have been made for a century past 
in the sterile districts of Donegal have been 
duc to the constagt and uuaided industry of the 
impoverished Catholic peasantry. This is the 
record of history in the North of Ireiand. Asa 
class—almoést universally—the Cat holes of Don- 
eal have small and inferior holdings; while the 
great landlords, almost without exception, are 
nominally Pretestants, who bave robbed them 
by ratck-rents from ume beyond the memory ot 
living men, 

Although three-fourths of the population of 
Donegal are Catholics, yet, with three exeep- 
tions, all the magistrates are Protestant land- 
lords or land- agents. ‘The County Board, or 
Grand Jury, whieh assesses all taxes on tenants, 
is composed of tandlords or their agents. The 
public prosecutor ‘called Sessional Crown Pros 
ecutor) is the law-agent of most of these mar- 
nates.

THE MIGRATION OF LABORERS. 

This annual migration of lavorers from the 
western couuties of lretand, capecially from 
Donegal and Mago, to Evgiand and Scotland. is 
ene of the most netewortays phases of Irish 
peasant-life. Before the great famine of 1847, 
it wus estimated that an of these laborers 
migrated to the step-sister islands to do harvest- 
ing and other tarm-work.

FIRE RECORD. 


Another Hint to the Stock-Tards 
Packers to Increase the Water- 


Supply. 


A 850,000 Blaze in Libby, Me- 
Neill & Libby’s Slaughter- 
House. 


LIBBY, M’NEILL & LIBBY. 

The alarm at 5:02 yesterday morning from 
Box 1213, located at the Anglo-American Com- 
pany's building at the Stock- Y ards, and a second 
alarm from the same fifteen minutes later, was 
caused by a fire in Libby, McNeill & Libby’s 
slaughter-bouse, the south end of a large three- 
story brick building known as Turner's,“ situ- 
ated at the corner of Packers avenue and For- 
tieth street. Fortunately the fire was confined 
to the siaughter-house, and the total loss will 
notin all probability exceed $50,000, but, occur- 
ring as it did so soon after the million-dollar 
fire at Hately's, it is apt to teach insurance 
men,if not the Stock- Yards business people, that 
something must be done, and quickly too, in 
the way of better protection from fire. The 
business houses at the Stock- Yards are nearly 
all bunched together in an area not exceeding 
one mile in length and one-half mile in breadth, 
extending south and west of Haisted and Thirty- 
ninth streets, and the value of the property is 
computed by tens of miilions. And yet up to 
the time of the fire at Hately’s some of the 
largest of these houses were without even a 
single nigut-watchman. Since then some efforts 
have been made, and a mounted night-patroi 
has been organized. Yesterday's tre conclusive- 
ly shows the necessity for better facilities for 
putting out fires. Shortly before 5 o'clock in 
the morning, James Dooley, night watchman, 
discovered fire beneath a platform which sur- 
rounds the building, and beueath which isa va- 
ried lot ot rubbish, all dry and inflammabie. 
The railroad tracks pass within a few feet of the 
platform, and it is supposed that a spark from a 
switch engine was the primary cause. The fire 
was in its incipiency whea discovered, but while 
Dooley was giving the alarm to Francis ‘Ashton, 
the engineer of the bouse, it spread to the base- 
ment of the slaugbter-house, and rapidiy went 
through the entire building. Asbton resorted 
to the only means at hand for sending in 
a fire-alarm, namely: continuous biowing 
of the whistle. Owing to the long distance the 
fire apparatus had to travel, by the time it 
reacbed the scene the entire slauguter- house 
and the roof of the render rooms adjoining 
were completely enveloped in flame. 1 to 
their disgust the firemen found that the supply 
of water from the nearest fire-plugs was whoily 
inadequate, and they were obliged to extend 
their hose to the Anglo-American and other 
houses in the vicinity in order to get water. Al! 
this took time, and it looked as if the entire 
structure, 170x70, was doomed. There was 
but little wind, however, and the north 
forty feet, occupied by the Turner Sausage- 
Casing Company, which was separated 
from the silaughter-house by a brick 
wall, was finally saved. The fif had been under 
headway less than an hour when the walls de- 
gan falling. Several firemen had narrow es- 
capes, and Henry Stork, ot Engine Company No. 
19, in Jumping to esvape the falling west wail, 
fell and broke his left arm near the wrist. 

The occupants were doing a heavy business, 
employed about ninety men, and slaughtered 
about 500 bead of cattie per day. A great deal 
of stock was shipped Wednesday, and this, with

FJORD AND FELL. 
Mr. Lee Howard Narrates His Travels 
in leelaud-4 Terrible Winter—Pertis 
Wich the Jeauneite Was Forced to 


Encounter. 
New York Herald. 


LONDON, Sept. &—I ve#terday intervie wed Mr. 
Lage Howard, who has just returned from Ice- 
land, whither he went in the early summer at 
the request of tbe American Geographical So- 


ciety, with a view of settling some disputed 
points in the topography of that island. Mr. 
Howard intended to return home by the Spain 
to-day, but at the ‘last moment he received a 
communica from Judge Daly informing him 
that he, to r with Judge Dal and Gen. Me- 
Cullum, were appointed delegates of the Geo- 
graphical Congress at Venice. He accordingly 
left for Paris last night. Mr. Howard informed 
me that the last winter in Iceland and Green- 
land was unprecedentedly severe. Such a season 
had never been knowa. He could not get men 
to join bim in his explorations, and was conse- 
quently throw entirely upon bis own resources. 
This, [should say. 16 Mr. Lee Howard's third 
season in Iceland. and last year the punies be 
left behind all died in consequence of the scarci- 
ty of food. Ashe journeyed through Iceland be 
found whole tiocks of ptarm gau dead. He aiso 
shot a tine Polar bear weighing over 800 pounds, 
which was so weak that bad it came up to him it 
could hot bave burt Bim. Later he found an- 
other bear dead in the mountains. The Esqui- 
maux in Greenland told Mr. Howard that they 
had never known such a season. They had beea 
forced several > fae furtber south in conse- 
quence of the cold. There was bardily any sum- 
mer either in fcetandor Greenland. re were 
snow-storms all the time of his stay, from June 
6to Aug. 27. The last was the hardest winter 
since 1690. There is in consequence so little for- 
age that the Government of Iceland itself thinks 
that the hardy native ponies will not live 
through the winter, nor will any cattle fare bet- 
ter. 
With reference to the Jeannette, regardi 
which I put some questions, be said that be ha 
but little hope of her safety, on account of the 
severity of the winter. It was a bad lookout for 
any ship wintering in the Arctic. The Jeannette 
could have wintered through any ordinary win- 
ter, but after learning what the Greenlanders 
said he feared for her, especially taking into ac- 
count the evidence of the Corwin. The season 
had been so severe that he was of opinion that it 
would be very late before the Arctic ice broke 
away to form icebergs,evenif the usual quan- 
= broke away at ail. 

r. Howard's explorations in Iceland huve e- 
sulted in some discoveries important to science. 
He sueeeeded in climbing te the top of Herdu- 
freid, which Swedish geviogists had tried in vain 
to reach. Mr. Boyton also tried for it. but gave 
it up. He had settled the question as to its be- 
ing a Voicano, baving fou recent lava. Four 


years ago the nearest natives, four days’ jour- 
ney distant, saw it smoking. Mr. Howard's 
foneney to the mountain was beset with much 

ardship. ‘The natives he had with him had to 
be watched constantly to prevent them letting 
loose the ponies. On reaching Herdufreid the 
natives retused to follow him, aud he had to 
make the ascent alone. Some of the cliffa were 
80 precipitous that be had to scale them by 
means of ropes secured by anchors, which he 
threw over the cliffs with the help of kites. He 
considers this probminently the volcanic region 
of the world. 

He discovered three new craters right at the 
level of the lava, forty miles north of Hecla. 
“If you do not sit on a lump of ice,“ said Mr. 
Howard, vou sit on a block of bot lava.’ He 
discovered some beautiful lakes, one from 
twenty to thirty miles long, which does not ap- 
pear inany map. Another feat which he suc- 
ceeded in accomplishiug was to cross the 
Sprengisande, literally bursting sands,’ which 
extend from the north to the south of the island. 
Hetraversed it from east to west and from 
north to south, and found it all boulders, evi- 
dently of glacial origin. He made interestin 
observatious respecting the movements 0 
glaciers. Mr. Howard is of opinion that Iceland 
will before jong be depopulated. Furmerly buts 
were found right through the island. Now vou 
cannot find huts fifteen miles from the shore, 
and the line is gradually narrowing. Last sum- 
mor forty Icelanders sailed ina Leith ship for

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—A Guaymas dispatch 
of Aug. 22, via Tucson, says: Track-laying on 
the Sonora Railrvad ig still stopped.

The movement in boots and shoes is increas- 
ing, and dealers in bats and caps, clothing and 
millinery also report a freer demand. In the 
grocery market there is continued activity, and 
the prevalent feeling is one of pronou 
firmness. There was an active and very fi 
market for dairy products. Both butter and 
cheese are coming forward rather sparingly, 
and still higher prices are talked of. Fish were 
steady. Oils were quoted as before. 

Hay is still in very active demand, many ship- 
ping orders coming fiom the parched region 
along the Ohio River. Broom-corn is moving 
siowly, manufacturers for the time being out of 
the market. waiting for the new stack. In 
green fruits, peaches were a little firmer, while 
pears, grapes, and apples were selling at low 
figures. There was no change to note in hides, 
tallow, or wook Potatoes are in heavier supply, 
and have declined 100 per bu, selling at 65c by 
the car-lot. In metals and-tinners’ ware solder 
bas been marked up, while copper bottoms show 
a slight decline. In seeds clover and timothy 
were quiet at about Wednesday’s prices. Flax- 
seed was steady and unchaaged. 

Very little was done in lake freights during 
Change hours, there being a marked absence of 
shippers on the floor. But one charter was an- 
nounced to take 75,000 bu corn to Buffalo, the 
rate, though not divulged, being, it was sup- 
posed, 30.

An duttine of the More Important 


Features of the Measure. 


The New Conditions wader Which Land Will Here 
alter Be Held in Ireland.

Lonpon, Eny., Aug. 23.—The Irish Land act 

erday went through the form of receiving 

the Royal assent. It becomes law in Ireiand 

forthwith, and people here are much in the 

dark as to the reception it will meet with. Per- 

baps the only thing which can with certainty be 

affirmed of it thus early in its history is, that, if 

it does not please the Irish tenant, it ean be ex- 

pected to please nobody else. Some time must 

giapse, however, before tenants can begin to 
experience the effects of its operation; and it 
would surprise no one if an attempt was made 
meanwhile to revive the agitation. But agita- 

tion would be resumed undér decidediy un- 

favorable circumstances. Tne new act is a 

piece of legislation which bas sensibly cleared 

the sir—the prevalent feeim being that it 

greatly simplifies the task of governing Ireland,’ 
by doing away witb a state of things which wave 
grounds for political scrupies, and tended to 

divide opinion in the larger isiand. 

The opposition raised in the Mouse of Lords 
against the act, though it looked serious fora 
moment while “ No surrender” was understood 
to be the watchword on both sides, was 
QUITE EASILY OVERCOME BY COMPROMISE, 
The Prime-Minister, indeed, has taken excep- 
tion to the word “compromise” being applied 
to the procedure of the Government: but it is 
the word which seems to describe best what took 
place. The Government yielded on sume points 
and stood firm on others. The Lords and Com- 
mons met each otber half-way, sbook bands, 
and parted with mutual congratulations. The 
affair was a drawn battle, and looked somewhat 
ofa scham battle also. The speech in which 
Lord Salisbury took leave of the bill contained 
a politic recapitulation of the modifications 
which the House of Lords introduced into the 
measure, and more especially the concessions 
which had been obtained from the Guvernment 
in the final encounter. The iuference whfeb the 
country is teft to draw is, that these concessions 
amply justify the stand made by the Lords; 
and Lord Carlingford. who has bad charge of 
the bill in the Upper House, went so far as to 
admit, in replying to Lord Salisbury. 
that with respect to its details the measure 
bad been distinctly improved by the collision of 
the two Houses.

The Proprietor of the London “ Times” 
on Leading English Topice—Hepub- 
Meanitsem ia Great Britain—The He- 
reditary the Land Bill, and 
the Futere of Liberalism. 

Mew York Herald, Sept. 7. 

The Botbnia arrived yesterday afternoon with 
a large number of passengers, among whom was 
Mr. John Walter, M. P., and proprietor of the 
London Times. Last evening, at the Windsor 
Hotel, where Mr. Walter had made himself com- 
fortabie, with his family, he chatted with strik- 
ing candor and freedom on men and things in 
both hemispheres and subjected himself zuost 
gracefully to the ordeal, supposed to be so re- 
pugnant to traditonal British reserve, called the 
“intervieg.” Mr. Walter is a man of highly in- 
tellectual appearance. He is of middie hight, 
with well shaped though peculiarly lou bead, 
and cheeks of ruddy freshness, contrasting to a 
remarkabie degree with the slivery whiteness of 
bis side whiskers. The thougutful forehead, the 
keen blue eyes, with their peculiarly penetrat- 
ing wlance, the boidiy chiseled, prominent nose, 
and the finely drawn, but firm, resolute mouth 
and chin, all betoken not only superior mental 
powers, but great will and strength of character.

“My experience has been that the Radicals 
are mostly Dissenters. Their great object is to 
discatablish the Church of Enwiand, and baving 
seen Mr. Gindstone accomplish that end in Lre- 
land, they now hope to see him undertake it in 
Eugland. Ot course there area set of pepple 
in every country who are always ready furtany 
revolutionary sebeme. When 1 canvassed 
Windsor. which is in my sbire, [met a trades- 
man who told me be was an out-and-out HKadi- 
eal. i told bim that wus just tho kind of man! 
bad been wanting to find for a long time. I 
wanted to know what an out-and-out Radical 
was like. Weil,’ said be, ‘I dont see any good 
in the crown! Wat elser’ I asked. And 1 
don't see any goodinthe House of Loras,’ he 
replied. *What elseY Well, 1 don't see any 
good in an Established Cuureh! That gave me 
the creed of my Kadical tricnds— No crown, no 
Lords, no Church — hen is certainly a very 
radical program tor a country like Eugland.“ 

“Are republican ideas not growing in favor 
among the thinkiug classes?” 

“You may call our Government almost repub- 
liean. Our system, after all, does not differ so 
greatly from yours, except that we bave certain 
checks, which, I believe, have their advantages. 
The Crown, for instance, exercises an excelient 
check on the designe of ambitious and grasping 
men, the fact that there is a being so exalted as 
to be beyond the designs of politicians, I can 
readily see that your system has wiany ad- 
vantages also. Canada, perhaps, stands baif 
way between the two couotries—it has more con- 
servative elements than your system and is, per- 
haps, more advanced than ours.” 

“ There is nothmg o protitable as to see our- 
eéives as others see us, and I hope, therefore, 
you will freely comment on what you way Am- 
ceive to be the disadvantages of this system.” 

**1 think one of the worst features of it is the 
frequency of your elections. This incessant 
hubbub of clections zoing on almost continu- 
ally is fraught with great evils. I think it is only 
a question of time when that will be tmproved, 
however, and the President's term, for imstande. 
extended to seven years. A great advantuge of 
our system is the permanent churacter of our 
civil service—the fact that we have that vast 
boey of thoroughly tramed civil officers free 
from all. party amiliations, in whose bands the 
practical working of the State machine resis. It 
acts us a steadying influence, and if it does so in 
an old country full of traditions and respect for 
rank how much more beneficial would it be in a 
new country like this!“ 

“ What about the so-called fair trade move- 
ment!“ 

Fair trade? It 16 not possible. You could 
not adjust a system of equully baianced grades 
of dutics between. different nations. The only 
fair trade is where both nations ubstain from 
levying duties On each other.“ 

* What do you think of the mooted discussion 
as to the abolition ot the House of Lords?” 

“To time we may abolish the bereditary peer- 
age. I believe myselt that if it is ever found 
necessary to abolish the hereditary peerage it 
will be for the, purpose of r tho 
power of the House of Lords. If the Lords 
were more an elective body, as the Scotch Loras 
are, for lastauce—for there, you knuw, the rank 
descends without a seat iu the Upper House 
they wonid exercise 4 grenter power. ‘This 
hereditary feature of the House of Lords is its 
weakness, because the moment the Lords differ 
from the Commons on any great measure, tbe 
people gage she value 6f the Lords’ opinions 
not by their intrineic worth—for they are a body 
ot men of high intelligence and who pay great 
attention to the affairs which come before them 
—but by their supposed interest in the question 
from their hereditary position. I think that 
primogeniture and the power of entail—for it is 
only a power—wiil be abolished in time, and that 
will affect the bereditary position of the House 
of Lords.” 

Do you took for a long continuance in power 
of the Gladstone Ministry?” 

1 think it will last as long as Mr. Gladstone 
lives or cares to retain the helm of State. You 
know be is aman of 72, and can't have many 
years more to live, and when de goes the crisis 
Will come. What the future ot parties will be ts 
hard to fureteli—there is always the chance, you 
know, af the moderate Liberals and the Liberal 
Conservatives combining and forming a new 
and dominant party.” 

Dot you think Bradlaugu was treated 
barsbily?”’ 

“© dear no.“ was Mr. Walter's eager re- 
sponse. Tuat's all nonsense about his baving 
erysipelas and baving been 80 brutally treated.

I was conversing with reward to 
the subject-matter charged, and, in connection 
with it, 1 admit it is legitimate; but 
that of six years before, and miles 
away riding in acar—what has that to do with 
the case? protest that this attempt to load 
the thing down with all manner of stuff—all 
manner of conversavons—isn't fair treatment.

Mr. Benneté conducted the devotional exer- 
cises which opened the afternoon session, read- 
ing St. Paul's tribute to charity, and praying 
that the trial might be conducted in its last, as 
in its earlier, stages, in a true Christian spirit. 

The direct examination of Dr. Thomas was 
then resumed, and p ed as follows: 


A HOBBY OF PREACHING CHRIST. 
Mr. Bennett—At the meeting referred to by 
the ladies, held in this room, did you say that 
you did not want to make a hobby of preaching 
Christ; that there was cnough of that in this 

city f 
Dr. Thomas—I cannot recall my exact lan- 
guage. What I said in substance was not agains 
preaching Christ, but against the peculiar views 
or system of doctrine in which some were so 
mucb in the habit of presenting Christ, which I 
regarded as un-Methodistic, and it seemed to 
me that, instead of preaching Christ in set 
phraseology. particularly of that kind, the bet- 
ter way wus to preach the broad spirit of Christ's 
life, teachings, aud death. I certainly did not 
meanin any sense that Christ not be 
preached. ‘ bas grown up in our city in 
the last number of years a n of 
ev lism. with the purpose of which I am in 
the fullest sympathy,but from the methods of 
which I had to differ, and felt that it was in a 
P t ideas and 
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TUE DOCTOR’S SERMONS. 

The prosecution having clipped out of the 
Doctor’s sermons certain proofs containing 
alleged heretical statements, it of course re- 
mained for the defense to show the character of 
the context. It was to this branch of the case 
that Mr. Bennett referred when, just before the 
noon recess, he spoke of arranging his docu- 
mentary evidence. He was now ready, and, 
producing the Doctor's scrapbook, called upon 
him to read what he had preached in the sermon 
of Oct. II. 1880, on the subject of inspiration. 
Dr. Thomas, in bis impressive way, read as fol- 
lows, the extract including not only the alleged 
beretical utterances, but ali that he had said on 
that subject in the sermon refoérred to: There 
is just one more point, and that is ia reference 
to the inspiration of the Scriptures. I fully 
believe, with our Articies of Faith, tha 
Scriptures contain things nevessary for 
salvation. I .believe that the will of God is 
revealed in the Scriptures. I accept 
implicitly the teachings ot Jesus Christ, though 
I do not “a all cases we have His precise 
language. Yet | believe we have ia substance 
His thoughi—its vonsensus—in so far that we 
may know His mind and His doctrine. But 1 do 
not believe that all parts of the sixty-six books 
of the Bible are equally inspired, or of equal 
authority and value. Nordol believe that ail 
the books of the Olid Testament are critically 
infallible. Any attempt to maintain such a 
view is, in my opinion, not only utterly useless, 
but puts a burden upon the Church that makes 
it weaker and not stronger. The whoic yucstion 
of inspiration has to be reopened. The verbal 
theory, in my Judgment, bas to be given up. Iu- 
deed, with most thoughtful minds, I think it has 
been given up. The popular views of many wil 
have to be modified. And yet I believe the 
Bible will be more and more reverenced as the 
Book of God, as Heaven's highest revelation 
and law to man. But this will not come in any 
intelligent sense by shutting our cyes to facts 
and intelligent criticism.” 

The next extract, from the same sermon, re- 
lated to the doctrine of future punishment, and 
preceded what the sution had been 80 
cureful to pick out as the Doctor's alleged 
beretical utterances on that point. The latter 
were published yesterday in connection with 
the amended charges and specitications. The 
new matter, preecding these allegod beretical 
utterances, was us follows: “ Another point of 
difference is in reference to future punishment. 
In my statement to the jconference I said, and 
1 say now, that I never doubted the fact of 
after-deata punishment for those whodie in 
their sins. believe the law. thal sin must 
bring loss and suffering to the sinner, will abide 
in force forever. 1 believe that it is founded in 
the nuture of things; that it is everiasting; 
that it operates iu all aes and in all worlds. 
Aud 1 believe also that, as long as any being 
remains on the side ot sin, or is a sinner, 
so long that being must suffer. There is a 
sense also in which I think even those who turn 
to the richt may always suffer loss, because or 
having done wrong. We cannot recall wasted 
years, even in this world; and none of us can 
be what we might bave been had we improved 
all the past; aad this law, | suppose, cafries 
over to future; and in this moditied sense 
there may be to many souls endless loss. I be- 
lieve in the strength and integrity of the gov- 
ernment of God; that proper punishment will 
be visited upon all who violate the laws of that 

vernment. 1 believe that God is eternally 
ust, and that His mercy is from everlasting to 
everlasting. 1 believe that He is the father of 
all souls, and that He will deal in a tender love 
with all. He will do wbhatis right and best for 
all. But 1 do not believe in the old, terrible 
ideas of a literal lake of fire, in whieh the souls 
and bodies of men and women shail be tor- 
mented forever.” 

The next extract, from the sermon of Oct. 4, 
1880—practically all new matter—i. e., not in- 
claded in the amended charges and specilica- 
tious—was road by Mr. Bennett, and was as 
follows: 

„ would not, ot course, maintain that Christ's 
great and only work was to become the end of 
the law for righteousness,’ in the only sense of 
abolishing the oid system. This He did; and in 
this soeuse was the cud of the ceremonial law of 
righteousness.. But Ho was, and He did, vastly 
more. he opened the way to the new hinsdum 
of Heaven. We have a school of teachers, or 
preachers and evangelists, in our day who seem 
to look upon the sacrifice of Christ in sucn a 
sense as that He was accounted guilty in our 
stead, obeyed in our stead, and was punisbed 
and sacrificed in our stead, so that all we have 
to do is to believe in Him; believe that be was 
so sacrificed for us that the penalty of our sins 
bas been paid, and our righteousness secured. 
And taking up the old sacrifices in the sense 
that they atone for moral guilt, and appeased 
an angry God, they carry this idea over to 
Curist, and represent Him as suffering the wrath 
of God, and making it possible for God to love 
and pardon the sinner. A late and able preacber 
bus well said that on this subject crronevus 
concepuons prevail; ‘conceptions which make 

zod to be no Father, but an uucompro- 
mising angry tyrant like Powhatan, who, 
standing above John Smith with u 
club in his bands, was appeased only by the 
interposiuon of Pocahontas. No. He is as anx- 
jous to suve the world as ever His Holy Son. 
He does not bave to be bought off. That is not 
the nature of Jesus’ sacritice. It is more the 
nature of a man who jumps intuachasm and 
bridges it with his body. 

“This is undoubtedly the truer—the true— 
conception of Christ's sacritice. It was not to 
reconcile an angry God, but to reveal a Father's 
love, and to reach and to reconcile man; to save 
him from sin—to get him out ot sin and into 
righteousness, and thereby out of the penalty 
ot sin. 

I bave time for only two refleotious in closing 
these thoughts. We have seen in other dis- 
courses how the cross and circumcision have 
passed, or are rapidly passing, away from the 
material conception to the iuner spiritual truths 
for which these vutward facts are but symbols. 
We have seen bow the material conceptions of 
God are giving place to the unseen and spiritual 
presence that is not far from any one of us; aye, 
that is within us, that speaks to and communes 
with the soul. We have vow to note bow, even 
in this progress away from the outer and grosser 
thoughts of other ages, we have a coloring 
of this materiality, this grossness, lingering 
often still in our language and in our vreeds. 
The idea of a material heli-tire—of dungeons 
and prisons for the lost; the idea of a literal 
material resurrection of the body that dies, and 
of a literal judgment-seat, and of a literal penal 
atonement, in which Christ was judicially execut- 
eare examples. Some seem to bang upon the lit- 
eral blood of Carist; to long for adrup of it to be 
sprinkled upon them. They think of washing their 
sins away iv this literal blood. Now. as figures, 
this may be all right; but the real truth is this: 
That Christ gave his life for us, and the tears 
and the blood are but the outer signs of this giv- 
ing, this sullering, this deep aud everlasting 
love; and the way that Christ saves us is not by 
a literal washing in His blood, but by the power 
of His iove, and His life melting and winning us 
to His service, and making us in spirit like Him- 
self. It is by winning us away tfom sin, from 
conformity to the world, and renewing us in the 
spirit of our minds.” 


INTRODUCING HIS OTHER SER- 
MONS. 

Mr. Bennett—1 wish now further to offer in 
evidence extracts from sermons preached by 
Dr. Thomas, in which he states his views upon 
the two charges and three specifications which 
are named. 

Dr. Parkhurst—If they are the sermons of- 
fered in evidence, of course we wish them to 
come in. 

Mr. Bennett—I state distinctly that they are 
not. 

Dr. Parkburst—We object. We have changed 
certain words. What was said in connection 
with those words, materially affecting the case, 
should come in, and therefore all that has just 
been read in these sermons is part of the case. 
But what he may have said at any other time, 
tuany other congregation, or to other persons, 
cannot in any way affect the question whether 
he said these things that we have charged. 
Therefore, we cannot see how they have any 
connection with case, except as 
counsel may use them in his argument. 
In other words, the position amounts to about 
this: That Dr. Thomas shail give a series of six 
sermons on the Bible and the matter of inepira- 
tion, and in one of those sermons there shail 
appear a few words which are deemed heretical: 
the prosecution has the right to take those few 
words out of that one sormon and charge beresy, 
and the defense has no right to put in the six 
sermons to show exactly what the full mind and 
thought of Dr. Thomas on the question of in- 
spiration. I say that that position is upreason- 
able. It is not doing justice to this case. It is 
charged here gencraliy that, for teu years, Dr. 
Thomas bas been spreuding his heretical opin- 
jons; that be has been constantly domg it 
during the three years of his pastorate in this 
very church. They take extracts from one or 
two sermons, found their charges upon them, 
and then turn around and say tous: You can- 
not introduce any other extract from any other 
sermon that Dr. Thomas ever — in this 
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Dr. Parkburst—I want to add another 
ment. Brother Bennett does not seem to be ac- 
quainted here; be belongs in another 
euce. Not a minister here can be convict 
heresy on this line. I defy aim to convict any 
member of the Rock River Conference on this 
line—one man: if so, bring on the We 
are as ready to test this case with any o man 
as Dr. Thomas. It is not true that the Rock 
River Conference is poisoned with beresy. Any

Dr. Parkburst—We shall see to that. 

The Presiding Elder—The papers that are in- 
troduced must be confined to the three points 
under discussion—the inspiration of the Script- 
ures, the doctrine of the atonement, and end- 
less punishment or probation after dgath—and 
let them be recent. 

Dr. Parkburst objected to the introduction of 
the sermons on the ground of irrelevancy, and, 
his objection being overruled, he an ex- 
ception.

READING EXTRACTS. 

Mr. Bennett then offered in evidence the fol- 
lowing extracts from the sermon of Nov. 28, 1880, 
that down to the stars preceding and that fur- 
ther on following the cxtract given im the speci- 


fications: 

Mr. Mallock and Goldwin Smith depicted the 
possible decline of faith in God, and of faith ina 
future life. They fea: the chill of a hopeless 
materialism. Now. at such a time, when the 
stress of faith is felt upon the central point of 
all religion, is felt upon the fact of a+ living God 
and a future state—at such a time. is it wise to 
try to cloud over the sky of this new day, and 
try to force the minds of men back into beliefs 
that, to say the best of them you can, leave only 
an imperfect God aud a black despair iuto 
whose ever deepening darkness uncounted mill- 
ions of our race have gone, and from which not 
one can ever return? . „ But the question 
ma justly arise, on the other band, as to the et- 
fect of this more bupeful view upon the lives of 
men. To teach that sin is a light thing, or that 
it incurs no penalty, and that one can on sin- 
niug with impunity, is certainly not only a great 
error, but might result io greatharm. But the 
two do not go together. fact is that sin 


should now seek. This we kuow as a 
salvation. And then we may work, and pray 
and trust, and hope that out of the agony, an 
travail, ana tears of the ages God will at last 
bring forth a redeemed bumanity; that His 
work and purpose in Christ will not fail, and 
that no clouds shall darken the sky at last—that 
Hie will make all things new.“ 

Extracts were a read from a sermon 
preached in Centenary Church May 12, 1879, in 
which Dr. Thomas said the Bible was * the truth, 
a revelation, and the authority of God; also 
from oue iu which he said the atonement was 
the central and vital truth of the whole system: 
also from one entitled “Sin and Penalty.“ in 
which sentiments similar to those alro pub- 
lished were elaboraced. Dr. Thomas himseif 
read the last extract, and was very much affected 
over a passage adverting to the great love of 
God, which would reach all if possible. He 
(Thomas) bad said: “1 cannot take pleasure in 
the death of any soul, yet |kuow the wages of 
sin is death.” 

At the conciusion of the reading, Mr. Bennett 
suid: You can take the witness. 

Dr. Parkhurst—I move that all this document- 
ary evidence not connected with the sermons in- 
troduced in the direct evidence be stricken out 
as immaterial to this case—not tending to con- 
tradict anything put in the direct evidence. 

The Presiding Eider—The motion is denied. 

Dr. Parkburst—We note an exception. We 
have no quesuons to ask the witness. 

Although nothing was said on the subject, 
business was suspended for about ten minufes, 
and everybody went to talking about the pros- 
pect of getting through this week. 

The recess over, Mr. Bennett arose and said: 
The defense have closed their case. 

Dr. Parkhburst—We don't wish to offer any- 
thing further, and, as | don’t wish to speak but 
once, I will nut occupy your time, but will turn 
the matter over to the defense. 

Dr. Bennett—Before a the argument 
we wish to state that we have divided the sub- 
ject into three parts, and that three of the 
counsel—Brothers Sheppard, Axtell, and Miller 
—have prepared themselves upon those three 
parts, and wish to be heard in that order. 

After a vast deal of talk. in which Dr. Shep- 

rd said he might talk longer or shorter,” and 

yr. Axtell asked for two sessions,or at least 
three hours, and Brother Miller modestly 
claimed only two hours (for which answer the 
Court commended bim withan intimation that 
he was more courteous than the other counsel), 
the Rev. Dr. Sheppard was directed to proceed 
and use up the remaining half hour. 


DR. SHEPPARD’S ARGUMENT. 

In addressing himself to the jury the reverend 
counsel reminded them that the case was one 
requiring great patience and care—the case of a 
brother beloved, sweet-spirited, kindly, ana 
gentle; a mau of a reach of mind beyond most 
of them; a man who had bud the ear of the peo- 
ple as they had coveted to have it; a man 
against whom it was now alleged that he was 
heretical upon certain specified points of 
doctrine; and of whose reputation and standing 
us u brother-preacher the committee was now 
the custodian.

Oue quotation, 
especially strong, was as follows: “Isa mana 
believer in Jesus Christ, and is his life suitable 
to his profession, ure not only the main, but the 
sole, inquiries I make in order to bis admission. 
If he is a dissenter, he may be a dissenter still: 
but if be isa churchman, | advise bi Con- 
tinue so.“ If the possession of wide @lerance 
properly characterized the Methodist Church, 
the defense, in its holding, was not in advance 
of John Wesley.
